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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The claims still contain alternative languag that renders them unclear and fails to distinguish them from prior 
art. An example of this alternative language can be found in claim 1, lines 7 and 10 wherein the phrasing "at least one of" the reference 
beam and reflected sample beam is used. This does not distinguish which beam is to be diffracted such that either or both could be 
diffracted by the grating. The Zeylikovich reference teaches diffracting both beams. 
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
